The Situation in Burmah. 

The Soudan News of November 12 says: The 
Burmese frontier is about two hundred miles from 
Rangoon—thas is, taking the line of the Irrawaddy. 
Our frontier station isa place named Meaday, on 
the eastern bank of the river, and about sixteen 
miles within the boundary line. From there to 
Mandalay issomething over another two hundred 
miles. Steamers now go as far up as Bhamo, which 
is wellon to two hundred miles above the capital. 
The importance of the river may be estimated 
when it is stated that in some places it is, 
in the month of August, as much as three or four 
miles wide, and even the narrowest parts are twelve 
hundred or thirteen hundred yards from bank to 
bank. Insome places the current is rapid, but 
there are no cataracts, like those on the Nile, to 
cause difficulty and danger. If King Thebaw has 
had the precaution to lay in a supply of torpedoes, 
he may be able to give the expedition some trouble, 
but the chances are that the authorities at Rangoon 
may have had an eye on such kind of ‘“‘hardware,”’ 
and that none have been allowed to pass; for it must 
be understood that Burmah has no seaport, and can 
only import war material through British territory. 
There is plenty of sulphurin the country, and so 
far as that mgredient of explosives is required King 
Theebaw will not be in want. Everything in 
Bburmah isin a yery primitive condition, and the 
war boats might rank with the ships of Xerxes at 
the battle of Salamis. At least this was their char- 
acter about thirty years ago, as seen and described 
by Colonel Yule. They were “immense canoes’ 
with long, sharp bows, and high recurvying sterns; 
they had two banks of rowers, about twenty or 
thirty on a side; the whole exterior of the hull, as 
well as the oars, being gilt. A fleet of this kind 
would, in an artistic sense, be very magnificent in 
appearance, but of small account in a war. Many 
ol these boats still exist, but the king has now had 
steamuers for some-years back, and no doubt these 
will be armel, and may attempt something, but 
they mt be y harmless. » 

Th Ons point upon which our troops will 
he directed will be Mandalay, the capital. This is 
an entirely new town, and was founded only as 
late as 18538. Mandalay is about three miles from 
ithe river, so it will:be rather far away for any- 
thing like an effective fire from our gunboats, 
should they get up toit. There is a massive brick 
wall with a battlement parapet all round the four 


sides: each wallhas a gate, and over the gates 
are towers, With seven roofs, all of them bright 
with gilding. At regular intervals there are 


smaller towers, which serye the purpose of guard 
houses. The walls are surrounded by a deep ditch

The great point to be obtained in Burmah is t 
opening up of that noble river, the Irrawaddy, to 
commerce. It is not forthe trade of Burmah that 
this is re mured: a proper deyelopment of the re 
SOUTCES ¢ t Snai country, Ss ' hich is all hurt im possi 
hle under such rulers as Thebaw, would in itself be 
a great thing; but the Irrawaddy is recognized now 
asthe best and most accessible route leading to 
western China. The Irrawaddy gives water carriage 
from the sea to Bhamo, a distance ofabout 250 miles, 
and there is thenslightly less thau 250 miles more 
of land carriage to Tali-fu, the principal town of 
the great Chinese province of Yuman. It will he 
recollected that it was while on a journey to report 
on this as a trade route that Mr. Margery was. mur- 
dered at Manwyne, on his way from Tali-fu to 
Bhamo. This has been the path of commeree be- 
tween China and Burmah as well as India, from 
time immemorial. The great rebellion of the Pau- 
thaysin Yunan some years ago interrupted the 
trade of this line; and the obstructive action of the 
Burmese government has also stood in the way. 
The great object of a treaty of commerce with Bur- 
mah is to open up this great highway. If the Irra- 
waddy was perfectly free, and confidence existed 
in the government of the country, a railway from 
Bhamo to Tali-fu,or at least to the Chinese frontier, 
would not be long in being realized. The impor- 
tance of this line of communication with 
China will be best understood by recalling the fact 
that it was toreach Yunan by means of the Sonka, 
or Red river, the French embarked on the war in 
Tonquin. The distance to Tali-fu from the sea at 
the gulf of Tonquin and the gulf of Martaban, into 
which the Irrawaddy flows, is very nearly the same, 
but then the Redriver is not another lrrawaddy, 
and that makes all thedifference. The Bhamoroute, 
from its natural advantages, has been the one fol- 
lowed by those carrving merchandise from Chinato 
the west inthe past, and it will be from the same 
determining cause the route by which commerce 
will be carried in the future.

“AN ARMISTICE. 


SERVIA AND BULGARIA SUSPEND 
HOSTILITIES. 
The Austrian Minister Interferes and Calis Bulgaria 
“Off, Declaring that Unless Alexander at Once 
Agrees to a Truce, Austria Would Cross 
the Line — Other Foreign Notes. 


LONDON, November 28,—Dispatches state 
that the Bulgarian garrison at Widin made a 
sortie but was repulsed after desperate 
fighting in which many bayonets were crossed 
and hand to hand struggles ensued. The 
slaughter was heavy on both sides, 

Adispatch from Sofia states that reports from 
Prinee Alexander’s headquarters at the-front 
state that the Bulgarians continue their for- 
ward movement. A severe battle was fought 
at Pirot, in which the Bulgarians forced the 
Servians to retire at the point ofthe bayonet 
and captured that town. The town is now 
oocupied by a ferce of Bulgarians, and a por- 
tion of Prince Alexander’s army has advaneed 
two kilometers beyond the town. 

URGED TO CONTINUE THE WAR. 

The Servian govyernnient has called upon. 
every man in Nissa, under pain of being shot, 
to provide himself with three days rations, and 
prepare to defend Pirot and Nissa. Fifteen thou- 
sand Servian troopsare disabled,gnd the army 
is sullen. As a last resource, Colonel Her 
Watchoritch, Servian minister at St. Peters- 
burg, who is an able strategist, has left that 
city to takgcommand of the Servian forces.

“Elsewhere we aoe the full text of the letter a@- 
dressed to General J. Floyd King, member of con- 
gress from the fifth district of this state, by Mr.Cuth- 
bert Jones, also-a native of the northern portion of 
Louisiana. Certainly no gentleman in this section 
of the union has ever been subjected to such a cas- 
gation as Mr, Jones has inflicted upon: General 
King without holding his assailant to the most rigid 
accountability. We do not believe that a man 
should resent to the extremity of his power 
or even take notice of every assault that malignant 
encmics or quarrelsome bullies may choose to make 
upon him. But unquestionably it is the sentiment, 
nay, the stern unwritten law, among us, that where 
there is a rea] cause of quarrel, where one gentle- 
man has wronged another and cannot exculpate 
himself, such a retaliatory attack as that of Mr. 
Jones calls for prompt and determined action. 

_ “When the interview representing General King 
as having reflected upon the virtue of ladies of the 
Jones and Liddell families, was printed, we as- 
sumed that it was one of those scandalous and ne- 
farious falsehoods that disreputable newspaper 
correspondents fabricate for unscrupulous andl sén- 
‘ational prints. General King did, in fact, declare 
it to be such, but he failed to maintain his denial 
against the correspondents in this case as he was 
expected to de, and as he should have done. 

“Mr. Jones, who acted with decided manliness at 
the time of the publication, assumes that he has 
new grievances which prompt him to assume that 
General King was notonly guilty of slandering his 
mother, but of playing the part of a sneak and 
traitor, and he has denounced him as such in the 
letter we print elsewhere.
